The earliest in¬ 
troductions from the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Farms have all had their 
day, and were all used in t-he great 
transitional period/ The wheats re¬ 
ferred to are the old varieties of 
Preston, Percy, Stanley ond Huron. 
The last named being still retained 
for eastern conditions. These wheats 
were all of value at the time, and 
were supplanted in some localities, by 
the later introductions of Bishop A.nd 
Bobs wheat.

(Continued from preceeding page 
hard dark red kernels. Milling and 
baking qualities excellent. Straw 
rather weak, but grows to great 
length. Earlier in maturing than Mar¬ 
quis. 

Prelude—Ripens from five to eight 
days earlier than Rbby. Kernels are 
hard, red, plump and extremely heavy 
This variety shells oue very, readily, 
and should always be cut on the green 
side. The heads ar e short, downy 

Kitchener—A beardless wheat with 
a rather blunt beard (like Early Red 
Fife) kernels hard and red, somewhat 
larger than Marquis. Grain is non¬ 
shattering, but threshes more easily 
than Marquis. 

Red Bobs—A beardless variety. 
Kernels hard and red. Said to be 
non-shattering, but easily threshed. 
OATS>. 

Banner—E^traw of good length and 
fair strength. Kernels long, not ear¬ 
ly in ripening. Very productive and 
suited to moist climates and soils. 

Victory—A Swedish variety which 
closely resembles Banner. 

Gold Rain—A Swedish variety some 
what earlier than Banner, giving an 
excellent yield and high weight per 
bushel. The strength of straw simi¬ 
lar to Banner. The main objection to 
the Gold Rain is the decided yellow 
color of the hull. 

Daubeney—Very early in ripening 
Straw' fair length. Kernels long and 
thin. Percentage hull low. Not as 
high yielder as the later varieties. 

Alaska—Similiar ■ to Daubeney, but 
the kernels are plumper. It has a 
low percentage of hull. 

Liberty—A hulless or naked oat, 
fair length. Being a hulless oat and 
high yielder (for a nulless oat) it is 
of great value in feeding young pigs 
and poultry. Makes an excellent 
oatmeal for human consumption. 

BARLEYS 

Manchurian—A six-row barley that 
ripens. early. Has straw of fair 
length and strength. In windy cli¬ 
mates this barley has a tendency to 
break off, ort o scatter. Awns some¬ 
what persistent. Very productive. 

O. A. C.— A six-rowed barley that 
resists the wind better than Manchur¬ 
ian. Awns not so persistent. It is 
rather liable to snjut, and the thresh¬ 
ed grain not so attractive in appear¬ 
ance as Manchurian. 

Albert—Six-row barley that is very 
early. Gives fair yields, and is of use 
in eradication of wild ioats. 

Duckbill—A two-row borley that is 
a high yielder, and popular in the 
commercial world. 

Charlottetown— A two-row barley 
of the Chevalier type. The awns

First, the loss 
of the by-products, as they may be 
called, the feed which goes to waste 
around the place, and the small grain, 
the screenings that are worse than 
wasted because it costs money to get 
them to the terminals and they have 
very little value for the shipper after 
they have got there. Second, the 
depreciation in machinery and equip¬ 
ment that comes from exposure when 
not in use. 

Enough livq stock to consume at 
least the waste feed and screenings, 
and an implement sbed, however 
cheap, are plugs that will stop two 
that on the average farm result in 
the loss of around a thousand dollars 
every year. No great expense is ne¬ 
cessary in effecting this saving. An 
reach of ninety-five per cent of the 
men who own farms where none now 
exist, and a mill to clean the grain 
before it gioes to market is beyond

casts blue ruin for this country in 
the face of record crops, record bank 
deposits, and the highest value of in¬ 
dustrial production lof all kinds is 
either a chronic, purblind pessimist, a 
bear manipulator, who, to further his 
own sordid motives is utterly untram¬ 
meled by Veracity, a German propag¬ 
andist, ior the dupe of some of these." 

This is a very strong statement and 
one which is worthy of consideration. 

In the ordinary course of events we 
should look for a depression in 1921, 
but much depends upon the attitude 
of the people. If we make up our 
minds that there shall be no depres¬ 
sion in 1921, the chances are that we 
shall ward it off. Where there’s a 
will, there’s a way. 

Pessimists point to the labor sit¬ 
uation and hold it up as on illustra¬ 
tion of the hard times ahead. This 
situation is not as bad as some would 
have us believe. Conditions are tician 


changing. Jobs have ceased o seek 
men—men are seeking jobs. The 
drones are being driven from our in¬ 
dustrial bee-hives, with the result 
that the employer is getting nearer to 
the time when he will once again re¬ 
ceive an honest day's work for an 
honest day’s pay. 

These are days when the business 
man must go forward (jautiously and 
courageously. Nothing impairs hu¬ 
man efficiency quite so much as 
"nerves,” There may be difficult 
clays ahead but we should not over¬ 
estimate these difficulties. If we stick 
to our guns and take as our watch¬ 
words: “Courage, caution and con¬ 
fidence” we shall be able to consign 
the “blue ruin" army to their proper

destination—the riscard. 


Making a good return for the next 
year or two will call for closer plan¬ 
ning and harder work. It will be no 
time to have one’s eggs all in one 
basket, to base^everything on the re¬ 
turn from a single crop; to take any 
chances.

Barring the unexpected—a great 
war, or a world-wide crop failure—- 
this generation is unlikely to see grain 
sell at such prices again. The peak 
has been possed, and we are on the 
long descent. It may be five years 
before the ultimate low pri/ce is reach¬ 
ed, and the descent may be broken by 
temporary rallies, but the general 
tend for some time will be downward 
It would be well to recognize the 
existence of new conditions that have 
and see clearly what they portend. 
It is not a time to be swayed by senti¬ 
ment but the iime for looking facts in 
the face and deciding how best to take 
advantage of the opportunities That 
still exist for making a go^d living 
and a little more. - , ')
